they may get even more out of it in the years to come.

changeless Bible. It is the oldest book that 

most of us know anything about. With many 
centuries already to its credit, it appeared in our most 
popular English version 333 years ago, and there 
were more copies of that version circulated in the 
United States last year than ever before. 

The Bible is always news. Anything is news which 
is of interest to a majority of the people. The 
weather is news because everybody is, and always has 
been, interested in the weather. The war is news 
for the same reason. Books are news to only a lim- 
_ ited number of people until they become outstand- 
ing best sellers. Then their titles, their authors and 
often their leading characters become front-page 
stuff. In this respect the Bible has far outdistanced 
all competitors. It has been our nation’s best seller 
every single year since 1800. Its phrases flow in the 
very blood stream of the English language. One out 
of every three names given to an American child is 
the name of a Bible character. 

The Bible is news because it is not only the fore- 
most book in America, but is the most widely known 
book in the whole world. No other book even faintly 
compares with it. I know of an author who not 
so very long ago said that her book, published in 
this country, had been taken over by a London 
publisher, and she had been encouraged to believe 
that it would also be translated into Swedish and 
Russian. Needless to say, she was elated. Any 
American author would be. But the Bible in its en- 
tirety has been translated and published in 184 dif- 
ferent languages, including all the great languages, 
like English, French, Russian, Spanish, Arabic and 
Chinese. Besides that, the New Testament, which 
is the part of the Bible that makes it the world’s 
Book, has appeared in print in 233 more languages; 
and even that is not all, for some substantial portion 
- of the Bible, smaller than the New Testament but 

usually some part of it, has appeared in 645 addi- 
tional tongues—making a total of 1,062 different 
languages in which some part of the Bible has been 
_ published,

The Bible is news today because it is playing so 
large a part in the lives of our fighting men. When 
young men face death they turn to God. Advanc- 
ing years, in the kind providence of the Creator, 
prepare men to go with calm assurance through the 
portals to the great beyond; but men in their twen- 
ties and thirties, made to face death as they do in 
war, fall naturally into line behind the Apostle Peter 
when he said to Jesus, “To whom then shall we go? 
Thou hast the words of eternal life.” 

The Bible is in the news from Sweden. In that 
neutral country, where there has long been an abun- 
dance of paper produced, the great Bible Societies 
of Britain and America have just contracted to print 
105,000 Bibles and 270,000 New ‘Testaments in 
French, Bulgarian, Czech, Estonian, Greek, Lettish, 
Polish, Rumanian and Serbian. 

War-devastated people in Europe can get along 
without adequate clothing and houses, but they 
can’t get along without food and water and medi- 
cines—and Bibles. For thousands of people in every 
country of Europe the Bible is a prime necessity. So 
the Bible Societies of the two great Bible-loving de- 
mocracies of earth, Britain and America, are doing 
everything they can to keep the Bible in production 
and in circulation for the oppressed countries of 
Europe. ; 

But, friends, there is a far deeper sense in which 
the Bible is news. The reason it has surpassed all 
other books in durability, in translation, in publica- 
tion, in circulation, in popularity, is because it con- 
tains the best news that ever broke upon a waiting 
world—the news that ‘God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.” 

It is because the Bible has been giving good news 
like that to men ever since the Apostles went forth 
with it into the pagan darkness of the Roman world, 
that it is the unrivaled book of all time and always 
will be the changeless Bible! Are you reading it 
regularly? Are you helping to keep it circulating 
around the world? 


The West Indies in Wartime 


“The isles shall wait upon Me” 


by James Innes 


HOSE picturesque little islands in the blue 

Caribbean which we call the West Indies have 

been the scene of intermittent strife ever since 
Christopher Columbus first landed in Santo Do- 
mingo. That is hardly to be wondered at, since they 
are a series of stepping-stones joining North and 
South America, and moreover constitute a group of 
outposts protecting the vital Panama Canal. Be- 
cause of this the German submarine packs long con- 
centrated in that area, which became known as the 
graveyard of Allied shipping. So fierce, indeed, was 
the onslaught that at the height of the submarine 
campaign we were losing several hundreds of ships 
per month, and as a consequence the West Indies 
have suffered more from supply shortages and lack 
of shipping than any other part of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

‘What has the Bible Society been doing to further 
the Christian cause during these war years? 

The American Bible Society first sent Scriptures 
to the West Indies as far back as 1820, but it was 
not until 1882 that the work was organized on an 
agency basis, with headquarters in Havana. From 
that time the work has developed steadily, until 
today we have subagencies on each little island which 
supply the organized church groups and by means 
of colportage and other methods reach those who 
are as yet unconnected with the Church. 

Then, too, this is one of the most cosmopolitan 
areas in the world. Consider that besides the inde- 
pendent republics of Cuba, Haiti and the Domin- 
ican Republic, there are American possessions such 
as Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands; French pos- 
sessions such as Martinique and Guadeloupe; and 
British possessions such as Jamaica, Trinidad and 
the Barbados, to mention only a few. 

The three principal languages are Spanish, 
French and English. In this connection the most 
interesting item at this time is the translation of the 
Gospel of Luke into Creole. The official language 
of the republic of Haiti is French, for it was a French 
colony until it achieved its independence, but actu- 
ally the patois spoken by the mass of the people, who 
are almost entirely of Negro descent, is Creole. The 
long and difficult task of translating the New Testa- 
ment into Creole was begun some years ago by the 
Reverend H. Ormonde McConnell of Port-au-Prince, 
and the Gospel of Luke is even now being published 
by the Society and will be in circulation before the 
year is out. 
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You may very well ask, what effect has the war 
had on the religious life of the inhabitants of these 
islands? The answer would be that the war has had 
a profound effect on every aspect of the life of these 
people, and not least upon their desire to know more

of spiritual things. Indeed, never before in the long 
history of this Bible Society Agency has the desire 
for the Bible and the ministry of the evangelical 
church been so great. Owing to the dread submarine 
menace after Pearl Harbor, supplies of Scriptures 
were quite inadequate to meet the greatly increased 
requirements of the various islands; and, to make 
things worse, one large and several smaller consign- 
ments of Scriptures were lost en route through 
enemy action. 

With the very considerable improvement in the 
shipping situation, however, a record distribution 
is expected this year—over 200,000 copies of the Word 
—and that in itself is indisputable proof of the desire 
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of the people to have the Bible. So great has been 
the forward movement in the last few years that both 
the Bible Society and the various missionary societies 
are hard put to it to obtain sufficient funds and work- 
ers to meet their obligations. 

Let us look for a moment at the kind of people 
we meet in these subtropical islands. They are 
mostly of Spanish, French and Negro descent, with 
intermixtures. The principal produce is sugar, 
coffee and tobacco, so the people are largely engaged 
in agricultural occupations of various kinds. Out- 
side the cities and towns the people are so poor as 
to be considered living below sub-existence levels, 
by American standards. We naturally use all the 
methods and devices which long experience and in- 
genuity can devise to reach all kinds and conditions 
of people. Different approaches are used for urban 
and rural work, and in sparsely settled regions the 
itinerant colporteur and evangelist are employed. 
For instance, at the sugar-cane harvest, cane-cutters 
from near and far gather in the area of the sugar 
plantations, so that the colporteur is able to reach 
the maximum number of people in the minimum 
area; and in that way innumerable Gospels and New 
Testaments are bought by the laborers, who often- 
times move away to other parts after the crop is 
gathered in, and even to other islands; and in that 
way the good Seed is scattered far and wide. Then 
too, New Testament campaigns are organized in 
small towns and villages, church youth groups under- 
taking to go to every house in their districts with 
Gospels and New Testaments—perhaps with a prize 
of a Bible for the youngster who sells the largest 
number of Scriptures. This plan, with modifica- 


A Long Journey to China 


N NOVEMBER 1941, when Dr. Ralph Morten- 
sen was still an internee of the Japanese in Han- 
kow, China, he was chosen by the American 

Bible Society as its China Secretary. Not for some 
months did he learn of this until he passed through 
Shanghai for repatriation to America and met the 
Rev. W. H. Hudspeth, British Secretary for the 
joint work of the British and American Societies in 
China. In August 1942 he reached the United 
States. After a needed rest he was released to the 
Society by the kind action of the Foreign Mission 
Board of the Lutheran Free Church. Some months 
of very valuable service for the Society among the 
Lutheran churches followed. Then in October 1943 
he began his return trip. Direct east or west routes 
being closed, he flew south from Miami to Buenos 
Aires, hoping to get a steamer for South Africa. The 
sailing of the steamer was constantly deferred, so he 
took passage on February 17 on a square-rigged sail-

New Testaments among the military personnel of 
the various islands. Nearly 20,000 Spanish ‘Testa- 
ments have been given gratis to the Spanish-speaking 
forces, while several hundred English Testaments 
have been given to the United States forces in the 
area, and 1,000 French Testaments will shortly be 
distributed among the military forces of Haiti. 

The placing of the Christian message in the hands 
of these underprivileged people, bewildered and 
seeking the Light in these days of conflict and chaos, 
is of vital importance; and it is hoped that the work 
in the West Indies may continue to increase in the 
days to come. 


ing ship which, aided by a gale, made a rapid cross- 
ing to Cape Town, South Africa. In the four 
months thereafter Dr. Mortensen crossed to Durban 
and reached India and Calcutta in May by steamer. 
Two months more of patient but busy delay, and a 
swift airplane passage “‘over the Hump” landed him 
at Kunming, China on July 8, after eight months on 
the way. He brings fresh reinforcement to the 
staffs in Free China, with their many difficulties. 
Promptly on his arrival cablegrams and letters be- 
gan to bring in observations and reports. In India 
he found 10,000 Chinese Bibles coming off the press. 
Arrangements for a second 10,000 were made; 15 
tons of paper have been reserved for this purpose. 
Negotiations were begun to provide transport by 
truck over the Ledo Road as soon as it opens. In 
Kunming Dr. Mortensen found his old friend Secre- 
tary Rao of the Hankow office well and in charge, 
receiving Scriptures from Chengtu by Friends Am- 
bulance Units, from Hengyang (now on the battle- 
front) and from Secretary Wong in Kweilin. 
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From Kunming Dr. Mortensen made the over- 
land journey with the aid of the British Military 
Mission. By a cablegram on September 6 he re- 
ported approval by Chinese Christian leaders in 
Chungking of the plans for an Advisory Council in 
Free China. His last letter concluded: “I only wish 
many of you could fly out to Free China and see at 
first hand the many golden opportunities for serv-

Mrs. Harriet C. Stevens | 


ERSONIFYING over one hundred years of 
missionary work in Burma, Mrs. Harriet C. 
Stevens of Hampton, Virginia, was born in 
Tavoy, Burma, on November 24, 1841. ¢ 
After graduating from the Lewisburg Female 
Seminary she visited an aunt in Boston. While she 
was there a missionary’s son, Edward Oliver Stevens,

a young student at Newton Theological Institute, 
met her and persuaded her to return to Burma as his 
wife. They sailed for Burma on October 5, 1865, 
serving ten years with the American Baptist Mission 
Board before they returned for the first time. 

Mrs. Stevens started a school for Burmese girls 
wherein reading, hymn singing and Bible were 
taught, with fancy work as a big inducement. Mrs. 
Stevens states that she undertook every type of mis- 
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sionary work except preaching from the pulpit, 
adding: “The education of women was my greatest 
work, except, of course, the teaching of the Bible.” 

The results of Scripture distribution in this mis- 
sionary labor were continually evident. Many con-

versions were traced to the reading of the Scriptures. 

When Mr. Stevens died in 1911 Mrs. Stevens re- 
turned to be with her children in America. The 
seven children were all born in Burma. Five are 
now living. 

The picture of Mrs. Stevens on this page was taken 
when she was one hundred years old and shows her 
with her Burmese Bible, which she still reads daily. 
She is quite active for her age, takes a walk each after- 
noon, knits, goes to church regularly.

Somewhere in India 


N ACKNOWLEDGING the arrival of some pos- 
| ters Chaplain A. Gordon Karnell writes about 
some of his experiences with the men in India: 

“I have a good supply of Testaments on hand. 
“In the pouring monsoon rains we left our area at 
0700 and. drove through the muddy roads to another 
camp to conduct our first service of the day at 0730. 
Our congregation consisted of men coming in from a 
night shift, mudstained and unshaven, yet sincere 
in their desire to worship; others were just getting 
ready to go out to their jobs. A few native coolies 
stood listening about the doorway. At times it was 
hard to make myself heard when a piece of heavy 
equipment rumbled past outside, or because of the 
thunderous droning of an airplane overhead. At the 
conclusion of the service we hastily packed our kit 
and returned in the driving rain to conduct another 
service at og00 ina bamboo hut. We set up our altar, 
which consisted of a silver cross and two candlesticks 
placed on an empty crate draped with a white bed- 
sheet. This was our monthly Communion service 
for the men in this area, and although there were but 
twenty-nine in attendance a most reverent and wor- 
shipful atmosphere was experienced by all. After the 
service we hurried on to still another camp, in which 
a third morning service was held. I was soaking wet 
from the rain through which we had just passed, 
and perspiring a great deal because of the intense 
heat. The men came trudging through the muddy 
area into a bamboo recreation hall, taking their seats 
reverently in preparation for worship. My, how I 
admire these men who came to worship even though 
the perspiration was just rolling off them. It is in- 
teresting to note that though we conducted a Protes- 
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tant service there were several men of the Jewish 
and Catholic faiths in our midst, worshipping God 
in their own way. 

“In the evening a combined service for the colored 
men in this area was conducted in cooperation with 
a colored chaplain stationed nearby. We started 
our service as the sun sank into an open patch of 
sky, shooting glory in every direction as its broaden- 
ing beams smote upwards on the dark clouds and 
made them a lurid yellow. ‘The men gathered from 
miles around. A huge electric cross was placed 
against the motion picture screen and could be seen 
for miles around. It was a beautiful sight to see be- 
tween five hundred and one thousand men gathered 
for worship in darkness broken only by the light of 
the cross. Above in the starry heavens one could fre- 
quently see the small red, white and green lights of 
our planes as they came in for landing. Sometimes 
as their landing lights were turned on it ‘seemed 
almost like a heavenly light descending upon our 
congregation. 

“The service was enriched by a public address sys- 
tem pouring forth the grand religious recordings 
received from the States. Our song service was en- 
thusiastic, and J sometimes wonder how our organist 
produced so much music from the portable organ. 
Our colored quartette is the best I have ever heard. 

“It is needless to say that when the day was over 
I felt somewhat exhausted, yet inwardly happy for 
this rich experience enjoyed in the land of India.”

Somewhere in the Marshall Islands 


[' IS gratifying to print here a recent communica- 

tion from Sergeant William C, Harris, a Marine 
Corps combat correspondent somewhere in the 
Marshall Islands. He writes: 

“The natives of this section of the Marshall Islands 
now have new Bibles in their own language, thanks 
to Marines and Navy men who learned of their 
desire to obtain them. 

‘When we landéd here in February we were sur- 
prised to see in many huts Bibles translated into 
Marshallese, also song books in the island tongue. 
The gracious natives gladly gave them to those who 
expressed a wish for them. Later it was learned that 
it is the custom to give almost anything a friend ex- 
presses a desire for. 

“Lieutenant George P. LaBarre, of Yazoo City, 
Miss., the Navy chaplain assigned to this Marine out- 
fit, announced that he would attempt to secure new 
Bibles in Marshallese for the natives and would ac- 
cept contributions in any amount for that purpose. 

“One Marine corporal donated $105. A total of 
more than $250 was contributed and Chaplain La- 
Barre ordered the Bibles from the American Bible 
Society. They have just arrived and are being dis- 
tributed to the natives by the Chaplain.”

Congress Asked to Act 


A Joint Resolution has been introduced into the House and Senate 
of the United States Congress designating the period from Thanksgiving 
Day to Christmas each year for Nationwide Bible Reading. 

This bill is now pending before Committees of the House and Senate, 
and it is hoped that it will be reported out and acted upon in time to 
be of value in connection with the Bible Reading this year. 

The Resolution reads as follows: 


JOINT RESOLUTION 


Designating period from Thanksgiving Day to Christmas of each year 
for Nationwide Bible Reading. 


Whereas fresh evidence comes daily of the strength, courage, and com- 
fort found in the Scriptures by the men and women of our armed 
forces; and 

Whereas reading the Bible will not only bring faith, hope, and courage 
to millions of people now disturbed by doubt, uncertainty, and fear, 
but such a widespread, thoughtful reading of the Scriptures will 
effectively repair the moral character and spiritual ideals which form 
the necessary foundation for an enduring democracy; and 

Whereas it behooves us at home to keep faith with those on the fighting 
fronts by a steadily increasing devotion to the sacred truths and prin- 
ciples upon which this Nation was founded: Therefore be it 
Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 

States of America in Congress assembled, That the period from Thanks- 

giving Day to Christmas of each year is especially designated for Nation- 

wide Bible reading, in order that “in God we trust” as an expression of 
our national life may hold new and vital meaning for all our citizens. 
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New Life for America from the Bible 
by Eric M. North 


ROM time to time reports from the battle- 
Peon have referred to bombing of our own 

ground forces by our own aircraft. Here is 
one of the cruelest tragedies of. modern warfare— 
for men to be killed and maimed by their own 
friends. Through no intention of our airmen their 
bombs fell short of their targets and bitter suffering 
and sacrifice were caused. 

Yet we are quite unaware how frequently this hap- 
pens in another realm. Individually and as a nation 
we have had targets at which we have been aiming 
for many years. They are personal and national 
ideals, set forth by our most representative leaders; 
clearly stated time and again. But all too often we 
have missed the target badly. And our falling short 
has been terribly destructive to our own people, to 
our America. 

For many years past a broad gap has been growing 
between life as we live it and life as we know it 
ought to be lived. We have nourished our material 
well-being with might and main. But our moral and 
spiritual ideals have all too often been neglected, 
even ignored. We have heard the preacher quote 
the Bible to us at church and then said to ourselves, 
“Really, you can’t very well apply that kind of stuff 
to business, to the treatment of servants, to practical 
life.” Again and again we have failed to take seri- 
ously the whole truth: full brotherhood, complete 
honesty. We have been starving our souls and we 
are the losers by the way we have been living. 

But America was founded by people who, what- 
ever their material disadvantages, were spiritually 
vigorous. One Book they knew, and knew well; and 
their knowledge of it shaped the pattern of life they 
made for themselves. Their tough spiritual muscles 
have made us inheritors of the measure of liberty we 
enjoy and of all its blessings. Surely the time has 
come for Americans to rediscover the significance 
for today of what one of our Presidents called “the 
rock of our Republic’’—the Bible. 

As a nation we are facing some very serious issues. 
If our spiritual eyesight is not keen, if our moral 
muscles are not in lively condition, we shall not hit 
the target; we shall miss our objectives, and our own 
side will suffer. Are we going to have the moral fibre 
to take “liberty and justice for all’ and apply it, or 
are we going to miss our target and make it real for 
only our personal class, our race, our social constit- 
uency? Will we have the moral discernment to see 
the difference between striving for an industrial 
economy that provides decent living and working 
conditions for all, and demanding one that provides 
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dividends in the form of possessions or power for 
us or our group, our bloc? Will we have the moral 
dignity to say, ‘So long as men are enslaved any; 
where, we are not free; so long as men are in poverty 
anywhere, we are not rich.” What are we going to 
seek first—material satisfaction, or the kingdom of 
God? 

If our actual answers are to be what we know they 
ought to be, we must draw afresh on the sources of 
moral and spiritual strength and discernment where 
they are at their greatest, which is in the Bible. The 
Bible, especially if we apply its teachings, creates 
an atmosphere in which it is easier to make the right 
decision, to adhere more keenly to justice and truth 
and mercy .and brotherhood, and to gain that sense 
of the supporting purpose of God that will carry us 
through the hardships of striving for the right. 

Do you want the inspiration of the moral purposes 
of God?—Read the majestic prophecies of Isaiah, the 
trumpet-like phrases of the Psalms, the glowing pas- 
sages of St. Paul. Do you seek to understand the 
ways of nations, the forces of history?—In the Bible 
are the lessons of history for those men and nations 
who will give heed. 

Do you want a dynamic plan for living your life 
as your Creator intended it should be lived?—Read 
the teachings of Jesus in the Gospels. Do you long 
for the personal assurance of a redeeming love?— 
Again turn to the Gospels, and behold how Jesus 
made the supreme sacrifice, that those who believed 
in Him might enter that lasting Kingdom whose 
Maker is God. And read on into the Acts to see how 
God works with humble men who follow the Master. 

Yes, all the sources of spiritual vitality are in this 
great book. Hundreds of thousands of service men 
and women have been finding them as, separated 
from their families, they have faced utterly strange 
conditions of life. Many families have been finding 
them, too, as they have longed for the safety and re- 
turn of dear ones. Some have found wonderful 
satisfaction when family and serviceman have, 
though separated, read the same passages together 
day by day. This has led to an occasion that bids 
fair to be of very great value to America—the Nation- 
wide Bible Reading between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, announced recently. ‘The sponsors are 
a National Committee of distinguished citizens, 
among whom are ex-President Herbert Hoover, Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, Ambassador Winant and Mr. 
John Foster Dulles; a National Committee of the 
presiding officers of more than thirty denomina- — 
tions; and the American Bible Society. It is: pro- 
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posed that service men and women at home and over- 
seas and the people of America all join in reading 
together those passages of Scripture which are most 
helpful in times like these. ‘The passages have been 
chosen by a nationwide canvass of ministers and 
chaplains. The list will be widely published. A 
joint resolution on the matter is under consideration 
in both Houses of Congress. Large cooperation 
from radio and the press and from many agencies of 
all kinds is anticipated. Millions of copies of the 
reading list are being printed by the American Bible 
Society. The major problem of the Reading is to 
reach the millions of Americans who are not in touch 
with the churches and religious agencies. 

Let us keep faith with our men and women over- 
seas by daily Bible reading, and in the spirit and 
with the wisdom which the great Book provides let 
us strive to bring new life to America and to the 
world, that the sacrifices which have been made in 
our behalf shall not have been made in vain.

Launching the War Emergency Fund 


T IS one thing to decide to raise a certain amount 
of money for a worthy object; it is quite another 
to set about doing it. 

Readers of the Record who are familiar with the 
fact that on July 1 the Society set out to secure a 
War Emergency Fund of $1,102,000 for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1945 will be glad to learn that a plan 
has been agreed upon to go about getting it—and 
more, for the goal set is to raise the entire $2,800,000 
forecast as the emergency requirement for the next 
four years. 

The country will be divided into twelve regions, 
and a like number of temporary field representatives 
will-be employed and assigned as directors, one to 
each region. 

These directors will endeavor to create sponsor- 
ing committees of influential laymen in each major 
population center. Quotas for each city will be es- 
' tablished; meetings and dinners will be held in an 
effort to bring the need forcefully before the atten- 
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tion of those who attend. No doubt the Séciety’s 
film, ‘“The Bible in a Warring World,” which was 
produced a few months ago, will find a wide use in 
this connection. Every possible thing will be done 
to discover new sources of income and' make new 
friends, so that the entire fund will be secured. 

The twelve new directors and some of the Society’s 
present staff of District Secretaries and Field Repre- 
sentatives met in a three-day conference at the Bible 
House, September 20-22, to draw up plans and derive 
inspiration for the great task which lies ahead. 

Friends of the Society will recall that the Emer- 
gency program now requires a larger annual income 
than the current work formerly demanded. There is 
no doubt that in the postwar world the American 
Bible Society will be called upon to provide a larger 
share of the World’s Scriptures than in pre-war years, 
The great literacy campaigns alone will tax the 
capacities of all the Bible Societies. 

It is therefore vitally essential that the increased 
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U. S. Marine Corps

income flowing into the War Emergency Fund be 
preserved and even expanded. 

There are now approximately 125,000 Christians 
who give one dollar or more directly to the Ameri- 
can Bible Society and receive the Bible Society 
Record. We suggest each one interest two new friends 
in giving as they are able in order to make possible 
seizing the vast opportunities which all of us have 
been praying will be realized. 

Here are some specific suggestions of ways in which 
members and friends can help in this stupendous 
task of raising the $2,800,000 War Emergency Fund: 


1. Tell your friends about the need and ask them to 
make a gift to the Society. Checks should be drawn 
to the order of the Treasurer, Gilbert Darlington. 
Show them your copy of the Record and tell them 
that their contribution will bring them the Record 
for a year. 

2. Send to the Society for illustrated folders describing 
the need and distribute them in any group of which 
you are a member—sewing circle, Bible class, mission- 
ary society, women’s club, service club, etc. Either 
group gifts or individual gifts would be helpful. 
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3. Call together or suggest to some influential leader a 
meeting of representatives of all Bible classes in your 
community. The distribution of the Scriptures is an 
ideal project for groups like these. It would provide 
an outlet for giving, which is frequently absent in 
adult classes. ‘ 

4. Encourage young people’s organizations to lend 
assistance. A good many now use the Society’s Read- 
the-Bible seals as a means to enlist support. Quan- 
tities of seals and leaflets will be furnished without 
obligation. 

5. If you live in a city under 50,000, help organize a 
local committee. Elect officers (including a treas- 
urer) to receive and conduct a personal or mail can- 
vass of a selected list. Stationery and leaflets would be 
supplied by the Society upon receiying notification 
of the names of the officers of the committee. 

6. If your church has made no gift to the Society’s War 
Emergency Fund either through denominational 
channels or direct to headquarters, endeavor to secure 
the participation of your church. 


All Bible-lovers will want to respond with their 
willing service as well as with their own gifts; thus 
the task will be accomplished.

More than 
10,000 were sent out in this way last 
year to friends, who used them as 
Christmas tokens, or gave them to 
their Sunday school classes and other 
church groups.
